I Lava  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1968  on  the 
health  of  the  Urban  District „ 

Ihad. an  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  also  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County  Council 8 s 
Local  Health  Services,  and  with  the  amalgamation  of  the  former  Brighouse 
and  Todmorden  Divisions,  he  has  similar  functions  and  responsibilities  in 
the  other  seven  districts  of  this  combined  Division  which  includes  all  the 
County  area  served  by  the  Halifax  Hospitals,,  This  scheme  has  led  to  a 
close  integration  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  Services® 

The  birth  rate  for  1968  was  15o4»  which  is  rather  lower  than  in 
recent  years.  The  death  rate  was  also  15®4  and  showed  a slight  increase 
on  previous  years.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were  the  Heart  Diseases, 
Cancer  and  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System,  The  greatest  increase, 
however,  was  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  Cancer  and,  in  particular,  to 
Cancer  of  the  Lung,  In  1968,  this  disease  caused  16  deaths,  the  highest 
number  recorded  in  El land. 

Measles  was  the  most  prevalent  infection  notified  in  Elland  in  1968, 
216  cases  being  reported,  almost  all  in  the  late  Spring  and  Summer,  An 
intensive  vaccination  campaign  was  started  in  April,  and  this  probably 
helped  to  check  the  epidemic  as  the  notifications  stopped  very  rapidly  in 
August,  There  is,  however,  always  a danger  of  Measles  returning  as  soon 
as  the  number  of  susceptible  children  in  the  community  rises  and  it  is  most 
important  that  infants  should  have  protection  against  Measles  as  part  of 
their  routine  immunisation  programme. 

Clinic  services  in  Elland  continued  as  in  previous  years,  but  it 
has  now  been  possible  to  introduce  routine  hearing  tests  for  all  infants, 
and  special  sessions  have  been  arranged  to  enable  the  nursing  staff  to 
receive  the  specialised  training  required  for  this  work.  The  part-time 
services  of  a Speech  Therapist  are  now  available  in  this  Division,  but  it 
has  not  yet  been  possible  to  allocate  any  sessions  to  Elland  and  local 
children  have  to  travel  to  Brighouse,  A Child  Guidance  Clinic  has  now 
been  set  up  in  Brighouse  and  this,  too,  is  providing  a service  for  children 
living  in  Ellarxi,  both  at  the  new  Brighouse  Clinic  and  through  visits  which 
the  Psychologist  pays  to  the  local  Schools, 

The  Public  Health  Department  has  continued  to  advise,  to  inspect  and 
to  sample  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  regulations  are  observed  in  respect 
of  food  hygiene  and  the  sale  of  pure  milk.  Brucella  organisms  have  been 
found  in  milk  samples  on  22  occasions  during  the  year.  The  farmers 
concerned  were  most  co-operative  in  identifying  ani  isolating'  the  affected 
animals  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  serve  any  notices  compelling  milk  to 
be  subject  to  heat  treatment. 
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Elland  has  made  good  progress  with  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses 
and  their  replacement  by  modern  dwellings,.  Nevertheless,  at  the  end  of 
1968  there  were  still  over  1,000  sub-standard  houses  to  be  considered  for 
clearance . In  the  past,  most  of  the  Council's  housing  activities  have 

been  concentrated  upon  the  town  centre,  but  consideration  is  now  being 
given  to  West  Vale  and  to  the  more  outlying  areas . The  Council  has  always 

encouraged  owners  to  take  advantage  of  improvement  grants  and  last  year 
a further  66  houses  were  brought  up  to  standard  by  this  means*  There  are 
still  very  many  sound  houses  which  could  provide  useful  accommodation  for 
many  years  if  they  were  provided  with  modern  amenities,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  forthcoming  changes  in  the  law  will  enable  the  Council  to  ensure 
that  more  owners  will  maintain  and  improve  their  houses  to  a reasonable 
standard o 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council 
for  the  tolerance  they  have  shown  during  the  year.  My  thanks  are  also 
due  to  Mr.  Wood,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  help  and 
co-operation.

VITAL  STATISTICS 


Birth  and  Death  Rates 

The  estimate  of  the  population  is  the  mid-year  estimate  of  the 
Registrar  General.  His  estimate  is  1 S 5,350 , as  compared  with  18,440  for 
1967 9 and  compares  with  the  figure  for  the  1961  Census  of  18,357.  There 
were  283  live  births  and  283  deaths,  so  that  there  was  no  natural  increase 
in  the  population  this  year0 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  15»4  p®r  1,000  of  the  population,. 
This  compares  with  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  of  17.0  and  is  1.5  below 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales . This  crude  birth  rate  has  to  be  adjusted 
by  a comparability  factor  of  1.10  to  bring  it  into  line  with  that  of  the 
country  as  a whole,  and  this  gives  us  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  17»0. 

This  compares  with  an  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  Administrative  County 
of  17o8  and  a birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  16.9° 

There  were  30  illegitimate  births,  representing  10.6%  of  the  total 
live  births,  and  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  106  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population,. 

During  tha  year  there  were  three  stillbirths 0 This  gives  a rate 
of  10.5  per  1,000  (live  and  still)  births.  The  County  rate  is  14o3,  as 
is  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  for  the  Urban  District  is  15o4  p^r  1,000  of  the 
population.  This  is  1.8  above  the  figure  for  last  year.  The  comparability 
factor  for  obtaining  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  0.99%,  and  using  this 
factor  we  have  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  15 <.3.  This  compares  with  an 

adjusted  death  rate  of  12.6  for  the  Administrative  County  and  11.9  for 
England  and  Wales.

Infant  Deaths 


There  were  eight  infant  deaths  in  the  Urban  District  of  Elland 
during  1968,  all  of  which  occurred  in  hospital. 

The  infant  death  rate  of  28.3  compares  with  the  rate  for  the 
Administrative  County  of  18.5,  and  for  England  and  Wales  of  18.3,  and 
has  risen  from  a rate  of  22.4  for  this  district  in  1967.

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Three  heme  Nurses  are  employed  in  Elland.  Altogether,  10,996  visits 
were  made  and  499  eases  were  treated  during  the  year. 

A variety  of  equipment  is  available  for  loan  to  patients  being 
nursed  at  home  and  increasing  use  is  being  made  of  disposable  pads  with 
incontinent  patients. 


Dome g fi c Help  Service 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  157  x^asns  In  the  Elland  area  were  being 
provided  with  a Home  Help,  and  49  new  cases  were -attended  during  the  year. 
At  the  end  of  the  year,  152 'were  still  being  attended. 

Of  the  205  attended  during  1968,  201  were  for  the  care  of  old  people 
and  chronic  sick,  bne  was  where  the  housewife  was  ill,  and  three  were 
maternity  eases.  In  the  maternity  cases  the  Home  Help  was  provided  for 
two  weeks o 


Treatment  Centres 


The  table  of  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  is  appended  in  Table  3. 


Chiropody 


Probably  one  of  the  greatest  boons  provided  is  that  of  chiropody 
and  this  service  continues  to  be  very  popular. 

Altogether,  813  old  people  and  10  physically  handicapped  persons 
were  treated  through  the  County  Council  Scheme  and  approximately  another 
hundred  people  were  treated  under  the  scheme  of  the  Stainland  and  Greenland 
Nursing  Associations.  Thirty-nine  percent  of  the  old  people  treated  had 
to  be  treated  in  their  own  homes  as  domiciliary  cases. 

There  i3  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  under 
the  County Js  scheme. 

In  general,  patients  continue  to  have  attention  at  bi-monthly 
intervals.  If  the  condition  demands  additional  attention  this  has  been 
arranged. 


Clinics  for  the  early  detection  of  Cancer  of  the  womb  and  breast 
are  held  regularly  in  Elland.  A simple  and  painless  smear  test  is  performed 
and  patients  are  also  shown  the  technique  of  self-examination  of  the  breast. 
In  1968,  160  women  attended  and  one  was  invited  for  further  investigation. 
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Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee 


Elland  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  a most  progressive  and 
flourishing  Committee  for  the  welfare  of  elderly  citizens.  The  various 
districts  are  well  represented  and  members  attend  bi-monthly  meetings  with 
evident  enthusiasm.  It  is  indeed  a Committee  where  co-ordination  of 
all  the  relevant  associations  has  been  obtained,  and  maintained,  to  the 
general  benefit  of  all  who  desire  help. 


The  Home  Safety  Committee  meets  bi-monthly  and  every  effort  is  made 
to  decrease  the  number  of  accidents  in  the  home.  In  many  instances  these 
could,  with  a little  foresight,  have  been  avoided. 


Excepting  the  occasions  when  houses  and  whole  families  are  burnt, 
there  is  little  drama,  and  no  press  value  is  attached  to  accidents  occurring 
in  the  privacy  of  a household.  Yet  the  number  of  these  is  tremendous, 
deaths  far  exceeding  those  caused  by  many  dreaded  diseases,  and,  apart  from 
those  who  die  as  a result,  many  more  are  crippled  for  life. 


HOSPITALS 


Infectious  Disease 

There  was  little  call  this  year  on  the  Leeds  Road  Isolation 
Hospital,  Bradford,  which  now  takes  our  cases. 


Tuberculosis 

The  majority  of  cases  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are  received 
into  Northowram  Hall  Hospital. 


This  service  continues  as  before.  Some  of  our  cases  go  to 
Huddersfield  and  Bradford,  but  the  majority  are  delivered  in  the  Halifax 
General  Hospital.  The  liaison  between  the  hospital  staff  and  that  of  the 
Health  Department  continues  to  be  excellent. 


Hospital  accommodation  provided  for  old  people  who  are  not  acutely 
ill  continues  to  be  difficult.  The  demand  for  such  accommodation  is  as 
great  as  ever  and  may  be  expected  to  increase,  and  the  position  may  be 
expected  to  deteriorate  when  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  implements  its 
policy  of  reducing  the  number  of  geriatric  beds  in  Halifax. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those  of  School  Nurse, 
In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  scope  of  the  service 
includes  home  visiting  for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of 
children  and  persons  (.including  adults)  suffering  from  illness  and/or 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in 
the  home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

In  Elland3  th©  Health  Visitors  are  attached  to  General  Practitioners 
$nd  serve  the  families  on  their  medical  lists,  rather  than  working  in 
fixed  districts.  This  attachment  has  led  to  a closer  integration  of  the 
two  services  and  is  very  much  appreciated. 


The  VJest  Riding  County  Council  employed  two  full-time  Midwives  in 
the  Urban  District,  but  one  of  them,  Mrs,  Riley,  resigned  in  July  for 
family  reasons.  There  was  a further  decrease  in  the  number  of  domiciliary 
confinements  during  1968,  but  the  percentage  of  babies  born  at  home  remained 
the  same,  i„e.  25%=.  The  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of 
trilene  and  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  provided  with  all  the  necessary 
equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring  it,  subject 
to  satisfactory  medical  examination.  The  Midwives  have  also  received 
special  training  in  the  care  of  premature  infants,  and  a new  type  of 
incubator  is  now  in  service.  This  can  be  ready  for  immediate  use  at  the 
Brighouse  Ambulance  Station,  and  it  is  available  for  moving  premature  babies 
to  special  care  units  in  hospital.

Of  the  286  children  born  to  El.land  residents  during  the  year,  70  were 
born  at  home.  This  figure  does  not  give  a complete  picture  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  midwives  for,  in  addition,  some  mothers  were  discharged 
from  hospital  48  hours  after  their  confinements  and  had  to  be  attended  by 
the  Domiciliary  Midwives , This  practice  will  tend  to  increase  as  an  ever

MENTAL  HEALTH 

The  Mental  Health  Service  is  administered  on  a Divisional  basis 
and  two  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  based  in  Brighouse  to  serve  this 
area.  In  addition,  we  share  the  services  of  Mr0  Parkinson,  the  Senior 
Mental  Welfare  Officer,  who  has  responsibilities  throughout  the  very  much 
larger  catchment  area  of  Storthes  Hall  Hospital , Mr,  May  has  been 

successful  in  gaining  a place  on  a two-year  course  for  Social  Workers  and 
Mro  Ko  Darlington  has  been  appointed  on  a temporary  basis  to  fill  this 
vacancy,.  The  holiday  and  off  duty  relief  arrangements  with  the  officers 
based  in  Todmorden  have  worked  very  well.  Quarterly  rotas  have  been 
prepared  and  distributed  to  all  General  Practitioners  and  Hospitals,  and 
also  to  the  Police  and  Ambulance  Staffs,, 


Training 


Ail  newly-appointed  Welfare  Officers  attend  an  induction  course 
at  Leeds  and  subsequently  arrangements  are  made  for  them  to  attend 
County  courses  at  Grantley  Hall  once  a year;  in  addition,  fortnightly 
seminars  are  held  at  Brighouse,  Suitably  qualified  Officers  are 
encouraged  to  apply  for  vacancies  on  the  two-year  Younghusband  Course 
for  Social  Workers;  and,  if  successful.,  they  have  been  seconded  by 
the  County  Council  on  full  salary. 
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Psychiatric  Social  Club  • 


The  Psychiatric  Social  Club  started  in  the  new  Brighouse  Clinic  in 
January,  1968*  At  first  it  met  on  alternate  Mondays  but  in  April  it 
started  on  a weekly  basis»  There  has  been  an  average  attendance  of  some 
15  patients  each  week  drawn  from  both  the  Brighouse  and  the  Todmorden  parts 
of  the  Division,,  The  programme  has  taken  the  form  of  discussions,  games, 
talks  and  demonstrations,  and  our  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  all  attended 
regularly0  We  have  received  a considerable  amount  of  help  from  voluntary 
workers  and  local  organisations,  and  the  club  has  been  very  much 
appreciated  during  the  first  year0 


There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  places  in  residential  hostels 
for  both  mentally  ill  and  mentally  subnormal  patients,,  The  County 
Council  now  has  two  hostels  at  West  Ardsley,  and  we  have  occasionally 
been  able  to  find  places -in  hostels  situated  in  neighbouring  County 
Boroughs*  With  the  increasing  turnover  of  patients  in  mental  hospitals, 
and  the  emphasis  on  community  care,  it  seems  likely  that  very  many  more 
hostels  will  have  to  be  provided  in  the  future* 


Training  Centre 


Brighouse  Junior  Training  Centre  provided  places  for  ten  females 
over  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  in  addition  to  twenty-five  juniors*  Both 
staff  and  patients  are  working  under  acute  difficulties  in  the  very  limited 
accommodation  in  this  building.  A new  comprehensive  training  centre  is 
now  under  construction  at  Baa  trick  and  this  will  accommodate  108  patients 
of  all  ages  and  will  include  a special  care  unit*  In  the  meantime,  12 
adult  patients  from  this  area  are  travelling  daily  to  the  West  Riding 
Centre  at  Kirkburton  and  a few  patients  are  also  attending  Centres  run 
by  other  Local  Authorities*

At  the  end  of  1968,  791  post-War  Council  houses  had  been  erected 
in  the  Elland  Urban  District.  This  gives  an  average  of  34  new  Council 
houses  each  year  for  the  23  years.  If,  however,  we  eliminate  1946  and 
1947,  when  the  housing  programme  in  Elland  had  not  really  got  going  (only 
five  houses  were  built  in  1947  and  none  at  all  in  1946),  we  obtain  an 
average  figure  of  37  per  year.

Atmospheric  Pollution 


In  the  course  of  the  year,  two  further  smoke  control  areas  were 
confirmed  and  will  affect  a total  of  704  houses.  There  are  now  sis 
smoke  control  areas  in  operation,  covering  2,313  premises.  During  the 
year  survey  work  was  carried  out  on  another  two  areas,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  a tenth  area  will  be  surveyed  in  196%  The  position 
now  is  that  one-third  of  the  houses  in  Elland  are  in  smoke  control  areas. 


Difficulties  continue  with  regard  to  the  emission  of  smoke  and 
fumes  from  some  local  industries  and  every  possible  avenue  is  being 
explored  to  find  a solution  to  this  nuisance. 
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PREVALENCE  OF.,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


There  has  'been  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  in.  Elland  since  194S„ 
I consider  that  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  fall  in  incidence  of  this 
disease,  which  is  general  throughout  the  country,  is  partly  due  to 
Diphtheria  Immunisation,, 


As  with  previous  years,  the  figures  of  children  immunised  are  given 
in  two  groups,  the  first  being  children  who  have  received  either  an 
initial  or  a booster  dose  in  the  last  five  years,  and  the  second  these  who 
were  immunised  at  a date  proceeding  this0  The  first  group  shows  children 
who  can  be  regarded  as  at  maxi  mum  protection,.  Booster  doses  are  given 
before  admission  to  the  primary  school  at  the  age  of  five.

New  immunisation  schedules  were  introduced  in  April,  1968„  Primary 
courses  are  now  completed  at  fourteen  months  of  age  instead  of  six  months, 
as  previously,  and  this  has  resulted  in  a considerable  fall  in  the  number 
of  courses  completed  this  year.  Only  195  children  completed  a full  course 
of  primary  immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Gough  and  Tetanus  by 
Triple  Vaccine,,  In  addition,  one  child  was  immunised  separately  for 
Diphtheria/Tetanus,  and  218  were  given  a reinforcing  dose  against  Diphtheria,, 

The  prophylactics  used  were  three  doses  of  Triple  Vaccine  (Diphtheria 
and  Tetanus  Toxoid  and  Pertussis  Vaccine)  for  children  under  five  years  of 
agQo 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox 


Records  were  received  in  respect  of  156  primary  vaccinations  and 
16  re-vaccinations  carried  out  on  Elland  residents  under  the  age  of  16 
years.  This  compares  with  last  year's  figures  of  236  vaccinations  and 
four  re-vaccinations o The  figures  no  longer  give  a complete  picture  of 
the  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out  in  the  district,  as  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  no  longer  requires  records  of  persons  over  the  age  of  16„ 


B.C.G.  Vaccination 


Bo'.'oGo  vaccination  was  offered  to  885  twelve-year-old  and  thirteen- 
y ear-old  senoolehiidren  attending  schools  in  the  original  Brighouse 
Health  Division,  Parents  of  700,  or  79$?  consented  to  this  valuable 
measure,  as  compared  with  the  County  average  for  1967  of  75.7$.  Of  these 
children,  b26  were  tested.  3b  of  them,  or  6%,  were  found  to  be  positive 
reactors  and  presumably  had  been  exposed  to  the  disease  at  some  time,  and 
572  with  negative  reactions  were  given  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

Mantoux  testing  and  vaccination  of  contacts  was  also  carried  out. 

33  child  contacts  received  skin  tests.  Three  of  these  were 
positive,  46  children  received  B.C.G,  vaccination,  including  12  babies 
not  previously  given  a skin  test. 


Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

In  the  course  of  the  year  records  were  received  in  respect  of  841 
persons  who  had  received  three  doses  of  oral  vaccine,  and,  in  addition, 
a further  800  children  were  given  booster  doses. 

These  figures,  too,  relate  to  the  original  Brighouse  Division,  as 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  produce  separate  returns  for  Elland. 


Vaccination  against  Measles 

Measles  vaccine  became  available  in  April,  1968,  for  young 
children,  and  later  in  the  year  the  vaccination  scheme  was  extended  to 
include  all  children  who  had  not  previously  had  Measles.  There  was 
quite  a good  response  and  in  all  1,922  children  were  vaccinated  in  the 
combined  Brighouse  and  Todmorden  Division. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 


There  were  10  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the  year. 
Most  of  these  were  mild  cases  and  all  occurred  in  children. 


There  was  one  case  of  Erysipelas 


notified  during  the  year. 


Pneumonia

deaths  from  this  disease.

No  eases  of  Puerperal  fyrexia  were  notified  this  year. 


This  disease  became  notifiable  on  the  15th  June,  1968,  and  11  eases 
were  notified  during  the  year. 


Tuberculosis 


The  statistics  relating  to  Tuberculosis  are  presented  in  tabular 
form  in  Table  9o 


No  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  nor  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  Section  1720 

There  were  four  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year,  as  compared  with  seven  in  196?„  Four  cases  transferred  into  the 

district.  Ten  respiratory  eases  recovered  and  were  removed  from  the 
register.  Three  cases  removed  from  the  district  and  two  patients  on  the 
register  died  this  year.  The  number  on  the  register  thus  reduced  by 
seven  to  70  respiratory  cases. 

One  case  of  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified  this  year. 

The  system  of  special  contact  cards  has  been  continued  in  the 
Division  and  an  effort  has  been  made  again  for  all  contacts  of  new  cases 
to  be  investigated,  including  follow-up  X-ray  examination  at  the  Royal 
Halifax  Infirmary,  Other  contacts  are  followed  up  regularly,  and  as  far 
as  possible  are  X-rayed  whenever  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visits  the 
Division,  The  number  of  known  contacts  at  present  under  observation  in 
the  Elland  Urban  District  is  220  in  respect  of  70  respiratory  cases  on 
the  register. 

Of  the  four  new  cases,  three  were  males,  two  of  whom  were  in  the 
45/55  group,  and  one  was  aged  24,  The  remaining  case  was  a woman  of  63, 


The  Divisional  Care  Committee  continued  to  do  good  work  and  to 
distribute  clothing,  coal  and  rood  parcels  to  needy  people.  Christmas 
parcels  were  distributed  as  usual  and  the  usual  annual  day  trip  was  made 
to  the  seaside  for  patients  and  their  families  who  are  unlikely  to  have 
a holiday  any  other  way.

TQs  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  EL.LAND  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

1 have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1968. 

The  vari-o.s  sections  of  the  report  show  details  of  progress  throughout 
the  ye  - in  all  fields  of  work. 

housing  continued  to  occupy  much  time  in  inspection  of  property 
and  preparation  of  clearance  areas.  Whilst  much  work  has  beer  achieved 
in  re- - dying  the  bad  housing  of  the  last  century,  there  is  yet  much  to 
be  done  before  every  family  is  adequately  housed  in  a satisfactory  house. 

Crose  attention  was  given  to  the  improvement  of  property  and  though 
no  increase  was  achieved  in  the  number  of  houses  improved,  plans  were 
formulated  for  improvement  areas  where  properties  and  the  environment 
may  be  improved  simultaneously.  This  method  of  approach  presents  many 
problems  because  of  the  high  density  of  housing  and  the  diversity  of 
building  construction. 

Routine  attention  was  given  to  food  premises,  factories,  offices, 
shops  and  petroleum  installations.  During  the  year,  petroleum 
installations  were  thoroughly  checked  and  brought  to  a high  standard. 

Many  disused  storage  tanks  were  permanently  abandoned  and  disused 
installations  dismantled. 

The  cleansing  services  continued  fairly  satisfactorily  throughout 
the  year.  Plans  were  formulated  for  reorganisation  and  additional 
incentives  for  the  men  who  perform  these  arduous  tasks,  but  the  scheme 
did  not  receive  approval  of  government  authority  and  could  not  be 
implemented.  The  knowledge  of  this  refusal  and  delay  did  nothing  to 
improve  the  enthusiasm  of  the  men  and  the  frequency  of  the  service  became 
more  irregular  and  frustrating  to  the  community. 

Smoke  control  work  continued  in  Greetland,  St airland  and  Holywell 
Green,  Survey  of  the  premises  was  carried  out  in  West  Vale,  This 
brings  half  the  town  within  the  terms  of  Smoke  Control  Orders  and  already 
there  is  a very  marked  reduction  in  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  smoke 
and  sulphur.  Almost  everyone  encountered  is  full  of  praise  for  the 
positive  way  this  job  is  being  carried  out  and  appreciation  of  the  cleaner 
atmosphere  and  benefits  to  health  and  material  things  is  regularly  expressed 
by  members  of  the  public. 

Ir.  conclusion,  may  I thank  the  staff  who  gave  me  valuable  assistance 
during  th.;  year  to  provide  material  for  this  report  and  to  my  typist  who 
has  compiled  and  assembled  the  report  in  addition  to  her  other  routine  work. 

1 am  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  Gordon,  who  has  given  me  guidance  on 
many  occasions,  and  to  my  colleagues  in  other  departments  vuc  nevei  hesitate 
to  give  assistance  when  required.  My  appreciation  and  thanks  are  due  to 
the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  many 
way3  in  which  they  have  given  support  to  our  work  during  the  year,  and  I trust 
that  our  efforts  in  future  years  will  continue  to  merit  that  support.

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  in  Elland  is  very  good  and 
co-operation  with  food  traders  was  maintained  throughout  the  year.  A 
total  of  502  visits  were  made  to  various  food  premises  throughout  the 
district. 

There  were  eight  complaints  by  members  of  the  public  of  the  sale 
of  food  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  All  were  investigated  and  in  each 
case  a cautionary  letter  was  sent  to  the  manufacturer  of  each  food 
concerned. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  are  five  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  Council’s  area 
and  they  were  used  regularly  throughout  the  year  for  the  slaughter  of 
animals.  The  facilities  offered  by  these  slaughterhouses  are  adequate 
at  the  present  time  for  the  number  of  animals  being  dressed. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  524  visits  to 
slaughterhouses  and  inspected  9,387  animals  which  had  been  slaughtered 
and  dressed  on  these  premises.  This  represented  a decrease  on  last 
year's  figures.

When  a sample  of  Untreated  milk  fails  the  prescribed  Methylene  Blue 
test,  details  of  the  sample  result  and  source  of  supply  are  sent  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  with  a request  that  the  Milk 
Production  Officer  investigates  the  reasons  for  the  failure#  A further 
sample  of  milk  from  this  source  is  procured  and.  submitted  for  examination 
at  a later  date  to  ensure  that  the  milk  complies  with  the  prescribed  • 
standard# 


1 o Examination  of  .Milk  for  Brucellosis 

112  samples  of  Untreated  milk  from  retailers  were  examined  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  Brucellosis  and  six  were  notified 
as  being  positive.  By  co-operation  with  the  milk  producers,  the  sale 
of  infected  milk  was  stopped  and  the  supply  sent  for  heat  treatment  until 
the  results  of  samples  from  the  cows  became  known#  During  the  year  five 
herds  were  found  to  have  positive  excretors  and  341  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  from  cows#  Of  these,  15  were  proved  to  be  positive.  In  each 
herd  the  offending  cows  were  identified,  isolated  and  eventually  disposed 
of  by  the  producer,  following  which  the  producer  was  able  to  resume  normal 
production  and  distribution  of  Untreated  milk#

WATER  SUPPLY 


Close  attention  was  given  to  water  supplies  throughout  the  town* 

It  is  well  known  that  the  bulk  of  wafer  supply  is  provided  by  the 
Galderdale  Water  Board  and  it  is  equally  well  known  that  many  rural  areas 
are  still  served  by  private  water  supplies  which  are  the  subject  of  gross 
contamination*  Many  private  water  .supplies  were  eliminated  in  the  Upper 
Greetland  area  by  the  recently  installed  water  distribution  scheme,  but 
it.  appears  that  there  is  no  possibility  of  a similar  scheme  being  installed 
in  the  Stainland  and  Sowood  areas*  Many  samples  taken  from  private 
water  supplies  have  very  high  bacteriological  results  and  much  work  was 
carried  out  during  the  year  to  try  and  find  ways  of  extending  water  mains 
to  serve  at  least  a few  of  these  properties*  One  such  small  schema  was 
approved  by  the  Council  and  sent  to  the  Ministry  for  approval*  Work  is 
continuing  j.n  other  areas  of  Stainland  with  a view  to  securing  economical 
extension  of  mains  to  provide  other  properties  with  a safe  public  supply* 

As  to  the  future  of  many  properties  in  this  area  which  continue  to  be'  * 
served  by  the  private  supplies,  coupled  wivh  the  absence  of  main  drainage 
one  can  only  consider  that  they  will,  in  the  course  of  time,  be  demolished 
by  action  under  the  Housing  Acte*

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE,  AND  PIS  INFECT  TQM

with  disinfestation  work0  Treatments  were  effectively  carried  out  nuri 
proprietory  insecticides  used  in  the  process. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

As  in  previous  years,  a major  portion  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors’ 
time  has  been  devoted  to  matters  dealing  with  atmospheric  pollution. 

Industrial 

A total  of  196  officially  recorded  observations  were  carried  out- 
under  "The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations  1958".  and  one 
contravention  recorded.  Very  few  nuisances  from  smoke  emission  were 
found  as  a result  of  observation  and  the  only  continuing  problem  appears 
to  be  that  of  the  Atlas  Brickworks. 

The  company  made  application  for  planning  permission  to  quarry  shales 
of  a low  sulphur  content  and  in  connection  with  tills  application  the 
Council  asked  for  assurances  that  the  use  of  this  new  shale  would  in  fact 
reduce  the  nuisance  from  emissions.  The  company  agreed  to  use  shales  of 
a comparable  low  sulphur  content  for  a period  of  two  months  to  prove 
their  case.  The  shales,  already  in  short  supply,  were  to  be  won  at 
quarries  serving  other  kilns  and  transported  to  Atlas  Works  during  the 
experimental  period.  Public  Health  Inspectors  kept  daily  observations 
and  records  of  the  emissions,  weather  conditions,  temperature,  humidity, 
wind  direction  and  force,  and  sulphur  content  of  the  material  used  each 
day.  Observations  commenced  on  the  first,  day  of  July  and  continued  until 
the  first  week  in  September.  The  experiment  proved  interesting  and 
provided  more  information  on  this  problem  than  had  been  obtained  in 
earlier  years.  So  far  as  the  company’s  claim  was  concerned,  little 
improvement  was  observed,  but  this  may  well  have  been  due  to  adverse 
weather  during  the  period.  It  was  recorded  that  No0  2 tbimney  was  the 
worst  of  the  three  under  observation  and  steps  were  taken  zo  have  t!:*, 
height  increased  to  its  original  construction  height  of  about  120  feet. 

Poor  weather  conditions  in  July  and  August  contributed  to  censer  emissions 
than  would  have  been  observed  in  the  normally  good  weather  conditions 
expected  during  these  months.  The  situation  thereiore  was  much,  the 
same  as  observed  in  earlier  years  though  the  worst  emissions  did  not 
occur  and  this  may  have  been  due  to,  the  lower  con^ru  *.ed  sui.phur  content 
of  the  shale.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  that 
these  chimneys  will  never  be  free  from  visible  emission  as  long  as  large 
volumes  of  water  vapour  pass  through  the  v to  the  chimney  tops. 
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By  using  shales  of  lew  sulphur  content,  the  number  of  dense  emissions 
should  be  reduced  ard  a greater  improvement  could  be  effected  by  reducing 
the  wauer  vapour  content  of  the  flue  gases? 

There  were  no  complaints  in  respect  of  El  land  Pcwer  Station  which 
hy  now  has  dust  arresting  equipment  of  a very  high  efficiency.  Even  so, 
some  ash  still  escapes  from  the  top  of  the  chimney  but  little  nuisance  is 
caused  because  of  its  dispersion  over  a very  wide  area. 


Domesti c 

The  Council  commenced  smoke  control  work  in  (962  and  excellent 
progress  has  been  made.  This  work  is  often  wrongly  assessed  in  terms 
of  expenditure  rather  than  the  benefits  derived  from  a healthier  and 
cleaner  atmosphere  for  the  community.,  Records  of  the  volumetric 
measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  show  a marked 
reduction  during  the  period  between  1963*  when  the  first  smoke  control 
areas  became  operative,  to  1968c  Whereas  in  1963,  the  monthly  average 
figures  were,  for  smoke  214  and  for  sulphur  dioxide  225,  measured  in 
microgrammes  per  cubic  metre,  they  were  in  1968,  90  and  170  respectively? 
This  downward  trend  has  been  observed  with  caution,  care  and  interest 
and  the  time  is  now  opportune  to  say  what  has  already  been  stated  in  other 
towns,  that  all  the  work  and  effort  is  very  worthwhile  and  is  producing 
the  cleaner  atmosphere  envisaged  by  the  Beaver  Committee  and  which  is 
to  the  benefit  of  community  living. 

The  Council's  smoke  control  programme  continued  and  during  the  year 
confirmation  of  the  Holywell  Green  and  Stainland  (No? 3)  Smoke  Control 
Orders  was  received.  The  Greetland  (No? 2)  Smoke  Control  Order  became 
operative  on  the  1st  July,  1968,  and  the  work  of  surveying  the  West  Vale 
area  was  completed  during  the  year?  The  Council  made  the  West  Vale 
Smoke  Control  Order  and  this  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  confirmation? 
A great  deal  of  work  has  been  carried  out  in  the  field  of  smoke  control 
dealing  with  works  of  adaptation,  approval  of  estimates,  interviewing 
householders  and  so  on?  A total  of  289  domestic  smoke  observations  were 
carried  out  in  operative  areas  to  see  whether  in  fact  the  terms  of  the 
Orders  were  being  complied  with  and  there  were  very  few  cases  where  smoke 
was  seen  to  be  emitted  from  chimneys?  In  cases  where  smoke  emission  was 
found  there  was  invariably  misunderstanding  on  either  the  choice  of  solid 
fuels  or  the  technique  of  using  a new  appliance,  and  in  the  majority  of 
cases  it  was  possible,  by  explanation  and  co-operation  with  the  householder, 
to  eliminate  any  further  smoke  emission?  At  the  end  of  the  year  six 
Smoke  Control  Orders  were  in  operation  covering  2,017  acres  and  embracing 
2,318  dwellinghouses  and  other  premises?  More  than  one  third  of  the 
acreage  of  the  town  and  almost  one  third  of  the  dwellinghouses  are  now 
included  in  operative  Smoke  Control  areas? 
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The  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution  continues  to  be  carried 
out  in  collaboration  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  who  record 
information  for  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  conducted  by  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,,  The  infonro+ior> 
provided  by  apparatus  sited  in  Elland  provides  a small  but  useful 
contribution  to  national  statistics  on  air  pollution.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

This  Act  received  Royal  Assent  on  31st  July,  1963,  and  makes  fresh 
provision  for  securing  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed 
to  work  in  office  or  shop  premises  and  provision  for  securing  the  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  to  work  in  certain  railway  premises. 

The  Act  has  been  in  operation  for  some  five  years  and  in  Elland  157 
premises  are  registered.  All  registered  premises  were  surveyed  during  1967 
and  reinspection  of  premises  was  carried  out  during  1968,  when  further  minor 
contraventions  were  found.  The  standard  of  premises  in  Elland  is  quite 
good  and  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  contemplate  legal  proceedings. 

A total  of  22  contraventions  were  found  relating  to  items  including 
tenroerature , sanitary  conveniences,  washing  facilities,  eating  facilities, 
floors,  passages  and  stairs,  first  aid  and  display  of  Abstract  of  the  Act. 

No  accidents  were  reported  to  the  department.

The  work  of  survey  and  treatment  was  carried  out  by  a private 
contractor  on  behalf  of  the  Council  and  in  co-operation  with  the  Council's 
Public  Health  Inspectors.  It  has  been  found  that  this  method  of  operation 
is  speedy,  efficient  and  economical. 

The  Council  is  required  to  carry  out  regular  inspections  of  the 
district  so  as  to  prevent  damage  and  danger  to  health  by  rodent  infestations. 
The  total  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was  259  and  as  a result  of 
this  work,  259  treatments  were  carried  out. 


Domestic  premises  are  surveyed  and  receive  treatment  free  of  charge, 
whilst  business  premises  and  factories  are  charged  on  a time  and  material 
basis . 


The  Council's  refuse  tip  at  Lowfields  was  treated  on  two  occasions 
during  the  year,  and  the  sewage  disposal  works  also  received  treatment. 
The  sewers  were  treated  twice  during  the  year  by  the  private  contractor 
who  is  now  undertaking  all  the  practical  work  of  xodent  control.

In  both  the  above  cases,  the  gut  scraping  is  carried  out  at  licenced 
private  slaughterhouses,  and  is  done  part-time  in  a separate  room  provided 
for  that  purpose. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  care  and  up-keep  of  the  public  conveniences  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Health  Committee.  One  employee  is  engaged  full  time  on  cleansing 
duties.  At  the  end  of  1968  there  were  ten  blocks  of  public  conveniences 
and  28  bus  shelters  on  the  cleansing  rota  and  the  new  arrangements  for 
cleansing  continue  to  be  satisfactory. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  Upper  Greetland  main  drainage  scheme  was  completed  during  1967. 
Connections  are  being  made  between  house  drainage  and  the  new  sewers  and 
many  houses  have  been  provided  with  bathrooms  and  water closets  for  the 
first  time.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  this  work  was  still  in  progress  and 
a number  of  houses  are  not  yet  satisfactorily  drained. 


There  was  no  improvement  in  the  drainage  of  the  rural  parts  of 
Stainland  and  it  appears  unlikely  that  a major  part  of  the  area  will  be 
satisfactorily  drained. 


A considerable  amount  of  drainage  work  has  been  carried  out  in 
connection  with  improvement  work  and  repair  of  defective  drains.  This 
type  of  work  is  increasing  year  by  year. 


Many  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  following  complaints  of 
faulty  or  choked  drains,  and  action  taken  to  remedy  these  defects. 
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The  testing  of  drains  is  carried  out  by  the  application  of  colour , 
volatiles  and  smoke,,  The  investigation  of  drainage  complaints  and. 
subsequent  action  taken  occupies  a considerable  amount  of  time.,  during 
which  439  inspections  were  carried  out.  It  was  found  necessary  to  serve 
19  legal  notices  in  respect  of  drainage  defects  and  in  five  oases  works 
were  executed  by  the  owners.  The  remainder  were  executed  by  the  Council 
and  the  costs  recharged  to  the  owners  of  the  properties  involved.  A 
number  of  choked  drains  were  released  by  the  department  in  addition  to 
other  default  work. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

The  standard  of  sanitary  accommodation  continued  to  improve  during

In  the  "•  at  lying  districts  the  water-closet  is  the  exception  and  the  amenity  ic 
use  is  the  pail  closet  of  which  eighty  are  still  xh  use,  a reduction  of 
twenty  during  the  year.  Almost  all  these  .families  do  not  have  the  benefit 
and  facilities  of  a constant  hot  water  supply,  a fixed  bath  and  wash-hand 
oa&in.  It  seems  so  very  wrong  that  In  this  great  scientific  age  when 
vast  sums  of  money  can  be  expended  on  scientific  achievement  for  the  possible 
benefit  of  future  generations,  that  some  small  benefit  cannot  be  provided 
for  our  present  generation  of  men,  women,  children  and  elderly  people. 

At  a rate  of  75  houses  a year  provided  with  amenities,  many  children  born 
now  will  live  to  adulthood  and  with  their  families  still  be  living  in 
unsatisfactory  houses  unless  the  rate  of  improvement  Is  greatly  accelerated. 

During  the  year  six  areas  of  property  were  represented  for  clearance 
action  and  33  houses  were  included  in  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders.  15  houses 
were  dealt  with  as  individual  unfit  houses,  12  by  Undertakings  and  three 
by  Closing  Orders.  One  undertaking  was  cancelled  on  the  satisfactory 
rehabilitation  of  the  house  concerned.

Inor overrent  Areas 

During  the  year  further  consideration  was  given  to  a large  area  of 
property  between  Sa vile  Road,  Victoria  rtoad,  Burley  Street  and  George  Street. 
This  area  contains  a very  high  density  of  type  2 back-to-back  property 
structurally  sound  and  in  good  repair  There  are  blocks  of  property  which 
ought  to  be  removed  to  provide  amenity  areas  and  a considerable  number  of 
outbuildings  on  the  boundaries  of  yards  and  gardens  which  must  be  removed 
so  as  to  brighten  up  the  area.  So  far  as  the  structurally  sound  back-to- 
back  houses  are  concerned,  a very  great  deal  lougjht  has  been  given  to 

the  possibility  of  making  these  into  through  dwellings.  The  basic  idea 
is  to  retain  as  many  dwellings  as  possible  in  the  area  and  having  retained 
them,  ensure  that  they  have  a satisfactory  continuing  life  of  say  30  years 
or  more,  It  is  appreciated  that  many  of  tnese  houses  would  certainly 


>enefit  by  the  installation  of  the  five  basic  amenities,  but  the  provision 
>f  these  amenities  would  do  relatively  little  so  far  as  the  general 
irrangement  of  the  property  is  concerned,,  ^ Back-to-back  houses  have 
3een  deemed  to  be  unfit  houses  for  almost  60  years  and  it  is  felt  that 
.n  the  course  of  time  the  back-to-back  house  will  eventually  nave  to 
jo.  It  is  our  aim  to  try  and  remove  the  stigma  of  back-to-back  and 
thereafter  bring  the  houses  up  to  tne  standard  of  modern  houses  and 
there  is  no  reason  at  all  why  they  should  not  provide  satisfactory 
lousing  accommodation  for  some  considerable  time.

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HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS 


Section  120  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act, 
1951,  provides  for  the  registration  of  hairdressers  and  barbers  and  no 
person  shall  carry  on  such  a business  on  any  premises  within  the  district 
unless  he  and  those  premises  are  registered  by  the  local  authority, 

Tne  section  also  empowers  the  local  authority  to  make  byelaws  for 
securing  the  cleanliness  of  premises  and  equipment  and  the  cleanliness  of 
persons  employed  in  such  premises.  Byelaws  have  been  made  under  this 
section  and  they  are  in  operation  in  this  area. 

There  are  six  gentlemans  and  24  ladies  hairdressing  establishments 
cn  the  register,  27  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year  and 
conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


TENTS.  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  confers  on 
Local  Authorities  effective  powers  for  controlling  caravan  sites.  The  Act 
aims  to  secure  that  all  caravan  sites  are  properly  equipped  and  run  and  that 
sites  are  not  allowed  in  the  wrong  places.  Sites  may  only  be  established 
rfhere  the  occupier  of  the  site  holds  a site  licence,  and  this  is  dependant 
upon  the  occupier  having  a successful  planning  permission  to  develop  land 
as  a site  for  the  stationing  of  caravans.  The  Act  also  empowers  a local 
authority  to  attach  conditions  to  site  licences  which  ensure  adequate  control 
over  the  site. 

There  is  only  one  site  within  this  area  licenced  for  the  stationing 
of  17  caravans.  The  site  is  conveniently  positioned  near  the  centre  of 
the  town  ard  yet  is  well  screened  from  view  by  trees.  The  site  is  well 
nanaged  and  no  complaints  have  arisen  during  the  year. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

This  is  an  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  pet  animals  and  it  makes 
provision  for  the  licensing  and  inspection  of  pet  shops. 

One  premise  is  registered  as  a pet  shop,  and  throughout  the  year 
conditions  were  satisfactory. 


RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT.  1951 

This  Act  forbids  the  use  of  certain  filling  materials  for  upholstering 
filling  of  bedding,  toys,  baby  carriages  etc.  except  on  premises  registered 
by  the  local  authority.  Premises  used  for  the  storage  or  manufacture  of 
rag  flock  must  be  licensed. 
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Provisions -are  incorporated  to  prevent  the  sale  of  unclean 
filling  materials  and  regulations  have  been  made  which  set  out  standards 
of  cleanliness  for  filling  materialso 

No  premises  were  in  use  during  the  year  for  any  purpose  within  the 
scope  of  this  Act, 

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACTS  1928  & 1936

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  carries  out  the  duties  of 
Petroleum  Officer  for  the  Elland  Urban  District,  Duties  under  the 

above  Act  include  the  annual  licensing  of  premises  where  stocks  of 
petroleum  or  petroleum  mixtures  are  kept,  and  the  inspection  and  testing 
of  all  new  pumps  and  installations  for  the  storage  of  patrol, 

57  licences  were  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  the  storage 
of  Petroleum  Spirit  and  one  licence  was  issued  for  the  storage  of 
Petroleum  Mixtures, 

Public  Health  Inspectors  work  in  co-operation  with  the  County- 

Fire  Service. 


SWIMMING  BATHS

There  is  one  Public  Swimming  Bath  in  Elland.  This  is  an  enclosed 
bath  with  heated  water  which  is  subject  to  treatment  by  continuous 
filtration  and  chlorination.  The  process  ensures  that  the  bath  water 
is  completely  changed  during  an  approximate  period  of  four  hours. 

During  the  year  40  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  bath,  36 
of  which  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 


LAND  CHARGES 

530  enquiry  forms  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  and  much  valuable 
time  was  used  in  searching  through  records,  perusing  of  maps  and  visiting 
properties  in  order  that  accurate  information  could  be  returned. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  section  of  Public  Health  work  embraces  a very  wide  field  of 
activity  including  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse, 
the  cleansing  and  emptying  of  pail  closets,  privies  and  cesspools,  salvage 
operations,  street  cleansing,  arid  gulley  emptying.  These  duties  are 
divided  between  the  Health  Department  and  the  Surveyor's  Department,  street 
cleansing  and  gulley  emptying  being  the  responsibility  of  the  Surveyor. 
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Refuse  collection  continued  throughout  the  year,  though  the  frequency 
of  collection  was  not  as  satisfactory  as  in  earlier  years.  There  was 
increasing  delay  from  vehicle  breakdown,  but  the  work  is  becoming  more 
arduous  by  the  increase  in  bulk  of  refuse.  All  the  vehicles  are  relatively 
modern.  There  were  intermittent  shortages  of  labour  throughout  the  year, 
mainly  among  the  younger  members  of  the  staff.  The  existing  bonus  scheme 
has  been  in  operation  for  several  years  and  is  becoming  ineffective  so  far 
as  providing  incentive  to  get  work  done.  Because  of  labour  problems, 
holidays,  sickness,  increase  in  bulk  of  refuse  and  similar  problems,  there 
were  many  weeks  when  the  teams  were  unable  to  conplete  their  targets  and 
as  such  they  did  not  earn  bonus.  It  was  necessary  for  the  teams  to  work 
on  overtime  and  it  became  apparent  that  a few  hours  overtime  was  certainly 
a better  financial  incentive  than  the  existing  bonus  which  can  be  earned 
after  a hard  week's  work.  Nevertheless  the  men  did  a good  job  of  work  and 
it  is  quite  apparent  that  reorganisation  will  have  to  be  carried  out  fairly 
quickly.  It  is  absolutely  essential  that  a weekly  service  be  provided 
and  maintained  and  with  this  aim  in  mind,  the  existing  bonus  incentive 
scheme  was  revised  and  extended  to  provide  a better  financial  incentive 
for  all  concerned  with  this  work.  The  scheme  was  submitted  for  approval 
to  the  Prices  and  Incomes  Board  and  was  rejected  on  the  grounds  that  no 
more  work  was  being  done,  there  was  no  saving  to  the  Council  and  the  scheme 
had  not  been  prepared  by  work  study  officers.  No  account  was  taken  of 
the  existing  problerps,  though,  in  later  discussion,  some  sympathy  was 
extended  with  the  advice  that  work  study  would  provide  the  solution.  The 
fact  that  experienced  officers  had  prepared  the  scheme  using  common  sense, 
practical  experience  and  knowledge  of  local  conditions  was  of  no  account. 

It  appears  that  a further  examination  of  the  proposed  scheme  must  be 
undertaken  in  order  that  it  may  satisfy  this  new  authority. 

Controlled  tipping  continued  throughout  the  year  at  Lowfields.  The 
problems  of  trade  waste  disposal  were  again  very  much  to  the  fore  and  during 
the  year  the  Council  accepted  a tender  for  the  installation  of  an  incinerator 
for  dealing  with  trade  waste  disposal.  Work  on  this  project  should  commence 
early  in  1969° 

The  collection  of  salvage  of  waste  paper  continued  throughout  the 
year  and  £1,377  was  realised  from  sales.  Income  from  sales  of  scrap  metal 
and  other  waste  amounted  to  £67.  Other  income  from  special  collections, 
trade  refuse  and  tipping  charges  amounted  to  £449. 

The  Council's  Municipal  Dustbin  scheme  continued  satisfactorily 
during  the  year.  709  dustbins  were  provided  as  replacements  to  premises 
at  a cost  of  £1 , 130.16. &Jd.  The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  continued 
to  be  very  hygienic  and  satisfactory.  Plans  are  in  hand  to  extend  the 
scheme  so  as  to  include  new  Council  houses  at  Stainland,  Little  Bradley  and 
part  of  central  Elland  with  a possible  1,000  units  in  use.  To  some  extent 
this  plan  is  concurrent  with  the  re-examination  of  the  service  outlined 
above.

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A limited  amount  of  salvage  is  obtained  from  the  tipped  refuse 
before  the  material  is  placed,  levelled  and  consolidated.  Metals  of 
various  types  and  rags  are  taken  to  the  depot  building,  conveniently 
situated  near  the  tip,  where  they  are  placed  with  other  materials  salvaged 
during  collection,,  By  far  the  greatest  item  of  salvage  is  waste  paper 
and  cardboard  and  during  the  year  149  tons  of  this  material  was  collected 
by  the  waste  paper  vehicle  ard  by  other  vehicles  during  collection  of  house 
refuse „ This  material  forms  an  extremely  useful  form  of  revenue. 

Cardboard  is  sorted  and  baled  at  the  depot  in  a large  ground  floor  room 
in  which  is  provided  a Cameo  electrically  driven  baling  press  and  two 
manually  operated  presses  which  are  used,  one  to  bale  newspring  and  the 
other  to  bale  rags.  There  has  been  no  difficulty  in  disposal  of  metals 
and  textiles. 

The  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  the  Lowfields  depot  building 
which  provides  an  ideal  centre  for  a public  cleansing  service.  The 
building  provides  on  the  ground  floor  ample  garage  space,  a large  paper 
baling  room,  a large  storage  room  for  dustbins  and  refuse  containers, 
showers  and  sanitary  accommodation  for  the  cleansing  staff.  The  first 
floor  provides  a- large  storage  room  for  baled  paper  and  cardboard,  an 
office  for  the  foreman,  and  a dining  room  for  the  staff.  Other  areas 

of  floor  space  are  available  for  other  uses.  An  electric  hoist  is 
provided  for  transferring  bales  of  paper  from  one  floor  to  another.

This  is  an  Act  to  make  further  provision  for  the  protection  and 
improvement  of  buildings  of  architectural  and  historic  interest  and  of 
the  character  of  areas  of  such  interest;  for  the  preservation  and  planting 
of  trees;  and  for  the  orderly  disposal  of  used  vehicles  and  equipment 
and  other  rubbish. 

The  anti-social  practice  of  dumping  refuse  on  waste  land  has 
for  many  years  been  increasing , The  department  provides  a free 
collection  service  for  bulky  domestic  refuse,  yet  in  spite  of  this 
service,  articles  are  dumped  in  isolated  places;.  A number  of  tours 
were  made  during  the  year  to  clear  untidy  sites  and  as  the  problem 
grows,  so  will  the  rate  borne  cost  of  clearing  sites  increase. 

The  Council  has  made  available  to  ratepayers  during  normal  working  hours, 
facilities  at  Lowfields  tip  for  the  reception  of  unwanted  articles, 
bulky  refuse  etc,  and  this  has  been  widely  advertised  in  the  district. 

The  problem  of  abandoned  cars  will  increase  as  the  number  of 
vehicles  on  the  roads  increase  during  future  years.  Procedure  for 
dealing  with  these  vehicles  is  fairly  uniform  and  well  established 
in  the  West  Riding  area  as  a result  of  a Working  Party  which  gave  much 
time  and  consideration  to  this  problem  before  the  Act  was  laid  on  the 
statute  book.
